latter swore vengeance, and Sunday 
afternoon, so It is reported, entered the 
meeting and, drawing a revolver, began 
to fire at Turner His first shot pierced 
the abdomen of a colored woman, 
named Keys, and his second mortally 
wounden her husband. Several of the 
men present drew their revolvers and 
took sides for and against the boy who 
started the shooting. 
The women 


screamed and fled in all directions 
while the men were blazing away at 
each other. 


When the smoke cleared away two 


men were dead and several wounded. 
Keys died Monday and Mrs. Keys can* 
not live. It is learned that one of the 
negroes was cut to pieces with a razor.

LONDON, Oct. S —Dr. Dabbs, who is 


in constant attendance upon Lord Ten- 
nyson at Aldworth near Hazelmorc, 
told the correspondent of the United 
Tress at 10:80 o'clock hist night that 
hi* patient's condition was very grave. 
The bulletin issued at 0 o'clock said: 
"Lord Tennyson's condition is still 
critical. He take* food well and is 
not perceptibly weaker." 


Monday night Tennyson slept well 


and the early morning bulletin stated 
that his symptoms were more encour- 
aging*. 
At noon, however, he was 


worse, his weakness had increased 
rapidly since 10 o'clock, and he was re- 
ported to be sinking. At 3 o'clock the 
rumor was that he was sinking rapidly 
and might not last the night through. 


Tennyson's illness began on Friday. 


He has suffered from gout for several 
years' but the disease has not become 
•cttte until recently. The rapid devel- 
opment of influenza early in the week 
brought hint to hi* bed on Friday Ha 
was strongly opposed to yielding to the 
malady, as the special train, which for 
years has conveyed him from,Hazel- 
mere to the shore opposite hut winter 
home on the Isle of Wight, had al- 
ready been ordered. He begged hard 
to be allowed to go, but Sir Andrew 
Clarke and Dr. Dabbs told him that the 
journey could be made only at the peril 
of his life. In deference to this warn- 
ing, as well as to the wish of his in- 
valid wife, Tennyson reluctantly con 
sented to remain at Hazelmere. 


Visitors go throughout the day to 


Hazelmere to read the bulletins as to 
Tennyson's condition. These bulletins 
are very meagre, owing to Tennyson's 
request on Saturday, when inquiries 
began to multiply, *hat as little pub- 
licity as possible be given to the prog- 
ress of the disease. Hallam Tennyson 
delivers the bulletins to the reporters, 
but refuses to add to the scant informa- 
tion which, they contain. The people 
of Aldworth know almost nothing of 
Tennyson's condition, or, in fact, about 
the Tennysons in any way. Aldworth 
is three miles from the village. Not 
only the poet, but his wife and an- 
other son are complete strangers to tho 
people thereabout. 


The solitude of the place, however, 


ha* been banished since yesterday 
noon. Hundreds of telegrams of in- 
quiry and sympathy are being received 
from friends and admirers of the poet 
Queen Victoria, Gladstone, the Earl of 
Boseberry, 
Emperor 
William and 


dozens of other persons of world-wide 
reputation are sending messages, each 
desiring news as to his condition. 
The queen receives reports three times 
daily. The message* are so numerous, 
however, that most or the inquirer* 
get answers only through the news- 
papers as there is nobody at Aldworth 
to return individual replies. 


The only persons at the bedside ol 


tho patient are the physician*, who 
pans practically tho whole day and 
night in the house; Lady Tennyson, 
who Is a chronic invalid, and Hallam 
Tennyson and his family. It seems 
highly improbable that Lord Tenny 
son will recover, or even last more than 
two or three days, although his physi- 
cians refuse to speak ns to the result of 
his illness. His physical health has 
been far from satisfactory for some 
time and he is thought to have hardly 
the vitality to rally from such severe 
illness. 


At mid-night Dr. Dabbs told the cor- 


respondent of the United Press that 
Lord Tennyson was quite prostrated.

Article 1, section 8, clause 1 of the 


permanent constitution of the confeder- 
ate states, adopted when in rebellion on 
March 11, 1881, at Montgomery, Ala., 
was as follows: 


"Tho 
congress shall have power to 


lay and collect taxes, duties and excises 
for revenue only, necessary to pay the 
debts, provide for the common defense, 
and carry on the government of the 
confederate states; but no bountle* 
shall bo granted from the treasury; not 
shall any duties or taxes on importa- 
tions from foreign nations bo laid to 
promote or foster any branch of indus- 
try." 
The democratic national convention 


adopted as its tariff platform in Chicago, 
June 23, 1892. 
"Wo denounce republican protection 


as a fraud, a robbery of the groat ma- 
jority of the American people for the 
bencBt of the few. We declare it to be. 
a fundamental principle of the demo- 
cratic party that the federal govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to 
impose and collect tariff duties except 
for the purposes of revenue only, and 
we demand that the collection of such 
taxes shall be limited to the necessities 
of the government when honestly and 
economically administered."

Men who oome to onr shores 
from abroad do not go baok. Thia is 
the Eldorado in freedom and prosperity 
they long have dreamed of. We never 
did have free trade in this country and 
never will have it. Just now the manu- 
facturing establishments in England are 
greatly depressed. 
Many are closed. 


We are making ourselves everything we 
need, and more too. 
Protection does 


this. In other wordi, protection pro- 
teats. We will have the balance ot trade 
in our favor this year. Without protec- 
tion we would not be where we are to- 
day. Mr. Wells' address commanded 
close attention to the end, and occasioned 
general applause at intervals. 


W. F. Oalhonn spoke tor an hour on 


tbe operation ot tbe MoKinley bill, favor- 
ably comparing the protective system 
against the written history of the rain, 
ons effects of free trade in America. He 
alluded with particularity to the so- 
called Democratic "golden period" from 
1846 to 1860 when free trade prevailed 
and when factories were closed, people 
were ont of work, and laboring men who 
could not get work and had to beg for 
soup at tbe charitable houses in New 
York, Philadelphia and other points. He 
showed up the hypocrisy of the Demo- 
cratic speakers, who are going about the 
country to get somebody interested in 
the Democratic party that is interested 
in nobody. He did not believe that tbe 
intelligent workingman wonld go to tbe 
polls on November 8th and vote himself 
ont ot a job in order to aid- free-trade 
England. 


Hon. 
William Crraaon. Oakley, was re- 


ceived with applause and spoke as a 
farmer and laboring manwbo knew by ex- 
perience what protection bad done for 
America. 
The Oapttim dwelt largely 


upon the principles of a protection tariff 
and the principles ot productive. He 
said the whole question of protection is 
easily demonstrated by tbe fact that im- 
migration is constantly toward the Uni- 
ted States, and not toward a free trade 
country.

Claims to Know Wlio Bobbed Linn 


Se Sorugge' Store—Bead and 


Bell in Indiana. 


Deputy Sheriff Midkiff BrrivwJ in Dfr 


oatnr this noon, having in cm tody the 
ex-coimot and thief, frank Smitb, alias 
Albeit rJomere, aliu John Gleaeog, famil- 
iarly known to the pohoe as "Cbree- 
fingered Jack." Smith is one of the tonr 
tonghs who escaped from the Dwsatnr 
jail. John Beed and Harrff BeU vent 
with him, and the three man got away. 
Smith will now be carefully guarded and 
will be forced to stand trial for commit- 
ting a robber; at the Smook House. 


It took a requisition from Governor 


Fifer to get Smith, and Deputy Midkiff 
had considerable red-tape business to go 
through with at Terre Haute before he 
oould get his man. 


SMITH'S CAPTCTBB, 


Smith was nabbed byaojideut ut Terre 


Haute. During the raoes the city hud 
four detectives inoitizans' olothea on duty. 
All bad read over the descriptive cards in 
the chief's office, describing parties 
wanted for various offenses. Oae at the 
cuds gave the description of Smith, 
Bell and Beed, who had broken jail at 
Deeatnr. Near the race track one of the 
detectives happened to notice a party of 
six tonga-looking strangers standing 
?bont. 
Special nolioe was paid to 


South who eeemed tj the detective at a 
glance to answer the duEC.'iption of a 


wanted somewhtre. The whole 


gang was carted off to jail in a pattol 
wagon. The officers were certain that 
Smith was wanted in Deoatnr, and Mid. 
kiff, in response tu the telegram, went 
after him. Before Midkiff arrived, how. 
ever, the men arrested with Smith were 
turned out of jail. In the gang were 
Bell and Bead, a fact that was afterwards 
admitted by Smith. Bell had fooled the 
Terre Haute officers by growing a beard 
and Beed was heavier than described in 
the card.

91,000 worth of silks were stolen. He 
said he found ont all about that slick 
job while he was in Indiana, nnd personally 
knew one of the burglars who did the 
work. But he utterly refused to give 
any names or drop any pointer thai 
would lead to the arrest of the thieves. 
There is no doubt but that Smith knows 
who robbed Linn & Scruggs. There 
ought to be eooie way to squeeze a 
pointer oat of him.

An Important Salt Decided In Favor o 


the Edison Electric Ll»ht Oo. 


NEW YOHK, Oct. 5.— An bnporten 


decision was handed down yostcrdaj 
morning by the United States ccrar 
of appeals in the case of the Ed 
Ison Electric-Light 
Co. against th 


United States Electric-Lig-ht Co., in 
an appeal of the latter from the doore 
of the supreme court This decision 
granted an injunction, with an accounl 
ing for profits and damages, on a paten 
issued on an eleotric lamp January 2T 
18FO. The decree is confirmed by th 
court of appeals, and judgment thu 
given in favor of Edison. 


The matter at Issue involved nothing 


less than the monopoly of the nmnufac 
ture of incandescent lamps. The decision 
means that the patent involved, datet 
January 27, 1880, broadly covers thi 
construction of the Incandescent lam' 
at present manufactured and used for 
ordinary household electric lighting. 


The decision is to the effect that the 


patents in the suit arc founded on the 
Edison patents, which, the company 
has always held, containing the base 
of incandescent lamps. The court find 
that any known form of incnndoscen 
lamp, or any possible form of such 
lamp that can be made as far as can 
now be seen, is an Infringement on th 
patents held by the Edison company 
and that no other compan y or persoi 
,can make such lamps, except under 11 
cense obtained from the Edison com 
pany.

FULTQIT, Mo., Oct. B.—Three men 


were killed, a woman fatally wounded 
and several persons shot, tut not mor- 
tally, at a colored revival meeting at 
Steven*' Store, a small station twenty 
milea northwest of here, Sunday even- 
lug. A* Boon OE the fracas was ended 
the participant* scattered, and it has 
been so far impossible to secure partic- 
ulars of the shooting. 


Saturday a colored youth, Mike Tur- 


ner, whipped another colored toy. The 
latter swore vengeance, and Sunday 
afternoon, so It is reported, entered the 
meeting and, drawing a revolver, began 
to fire at Turner His first shot pierced 
the abdomen of a colored woman, 
named Keys, and his second mortally 
wounden her husband. Several of the 
men present drew their revolvers and 
took sides for and against the boy who 
started the shooting. 
The women 


screamed and fled in all directions 
while the men were blazing away at 
each other. 


When the smoke cleared away two 


men were dead and several wounded. 
Keys died Monday and Mrs. Keys can* 
not live. It is learned that one of the 
negroes was cut to pieces with a razor.

Hgan, minister plenipotentiary of the 
United States to Chill, arrived yesterday 
on the steamer Newport from Panama. 
Be looked In the best of health and 
spirits. He was met at the wharf by 
quite a throng of people, among them 
some of the most prominent Irish- 
men 
in 
the 
country. 
Mr Egan 


brings with him a treaty which pro- 
vides that all claims on the part of 
corporations, companies or private indi- 
viduals shall be gubrattod to three 
commissioners, one to be selected by 
the United States, one by Chili and the 
other to be a person on whom the presi- 
dents of both countries agree. If no 
agreement is reaohr.'l three months 
after the ratification of the treaty 
the 
Swiss 
republic 
shall 
name 


the third commissioner. Any vacancy 
is to be filled by the proper appointing 
power within three months. The 
meetings of the commission are to be 
held In Washington 
It can consider 


claims in any order it chooses Any 
two of the commissioners can call on 
the two governments for any papers 
bearing on claims. The concurring 
decisions of the commissioners, or any 
two of them are to be final. Claims 
must be presented to the commissioners, 
after due notice to the two governments, 
within two months after the first day 
of meeting. All sums awarded are to 
be paid at the capital of the receiv- 
ing government within six months of 
the award. Eaoh government must 
pay the expenses of Its respective com* 
mission »r, and the two are to share the 
expense* of the third commissioner. 
Ths commission is to meet as soon as 
possible after the ratification oi the 
treaty. 


With regard to home politics, Mr. 


£gan *aid he would take no active 
part. He would probably be at- his 
home in Lincoln, Neb., on election day 
and vote*.

Returning again to Chilian affairs, 


Mr. Egan said that President Montt 
had recently sent a messag') to con- 
gress recommending a 
reciprocity 


policy between Chili and the neighbor- 
ing republics. It was proposed to admit 
free of duty all articles that did not 
compete with those produced in Chill, 
and In turn the other countries were to 
admit Chill's agricultural products. 


Speaking of the financial situation of 


Chill, Minister Egan said that the 
country was, of course, very much in 
0-)bt, and at the present standard of 
' renlating currency one dollar of our 
uioney was worth »1.80 of Chilian. He 
thought our trade with the country 
might be increased, but declared that 
there were very few opportunities for 
American labor, except in the case oi 
•killed dentists. Of the latter the sup- 
ply was in no way equal to the de- 
mand 


Speaking of the Panama and Nlcara- 


guan canal projects, Mr. Egan sole 
that the opinion was general among 
the SonthkAmerlcan people that the 
Panama clnal would never be com- 
pleted. Th* climatic conditions and 
shifting sand* were all against the en 
terpriae. It would cost more, he said, 
to maintain the canal and keep the 
drifting Band* from the channul after 
the heavy rains than the Income would 
amount to. With regard to the Nica 
ragua canal, Mr. Egan said that tht 
South American people were of the be 
lief that It waa an almost accomplished 
faut.

LOSDON, Oct. IS —Dr. Dnbbs, who is 


n constant attendance upon Lord Ten- 
nyson at Aldworth near Hazelmorc, 
old the correspondent of the United 
'reseat 10:80 o'clock last night that 
lis patient's condition was very grave. 
The bulletin issued at 0 o'clock said: 
'Lord Tennyson's condition is still 
critical. He takes food well and la 
not perceptibly weaker." 


Monday night Tennyson slept well 


and the early morning bulletin stated 
,bat hi* symptom* were more encour- 
aging. 
At noon, however, he was 


worse, his weakness had increased 
rapidly since 10 o'clock, and he was re- 
torted to be sinking. At 3 o'clock the 
rumor was that he was sinking rapidly 
and might not last the night through. 


Tennyson's illness began on Friday. 


Ie has suffered from gout for several 
years' but the disease has not become 
icttte until recently. The rapid devel- 
opment of influenza early in the week 
irought him to hi* bed on Friday 
He 


was strongly opposed to yielding to the 
malady, as the special train, which for 
years has conveyed him from,Hazel- 
nere to the shore opposite hiu winter 
lome on the Iflle of Wight, had al- 
ready been ordered. He begged hard 
a be allowed to go, but Sir Andrew 
'larke and Dr. Dabbs told him that the 
lourney could be made only at the peril 
>f his life. In deference to this warn- 
ng, as well as to the wish of his in- 
valid wife, Tennyson reluctantly con- 
sented to remain at Hazelmere. 


Visitors go throughout the day to 


Elazelmere to read the bulletins as to 
Tennyson's condition. These bulletins 
are very meagre, owing to Tennyson's 
request on Saturday, when inquiries 
»gan to multiply, *hat as little pub- 
Iclty as possible be given to the prog- 
ress of the disease. Hallam Tennyson 
delivers the bulletins to the reporters, 
ant refuses to add to the scant informa- 
slon which, they contain. The people 
of Aldworth ktiow almost nothing of 
Tennyson's condition, or, in fact, about 
ihe Tennysons in any way. Aldworth 
s three miles from the village. Not 
only the poet, but his wife and an- 
other son are complete strangers to the 
people thereabout. 


The solitude of the place, however, 


tias been banished since yesterday 
noon. Hundreds of telegrams of in- 
quiry and sympathy are being received 
From friends and admirers of the poet 
Queen Victoria, Gladstone, the Earl of 
Roseberry, 
3mporor 
William and 


dozens of other persons of world-wide 
reputation are sending messages, each 
desiring news as to his condition. 
The queen receives reports three times 
daily. The messages are so numerous, 
lowever, that most or the inquirer* 
get answers only through the news- 
papers as there is nobody at Aldworth 
» return individual replies. 


The only persons at the bedside of 


thn patient are the physicians, who 
pass practically the whole day and 
light in the house; Lady Tennyson, 
who Is a chronic invalid, and Hallam 
Tennyson and his family. It seems 
highly improbable that Lord Tenny- 
son will recover, or even last more than 
two or three days, although his physi- 
cians refuse to speak as to the result of 
lis illness. His physical health has 
been for from satisfactory for some 
time and he is thought to have hardly 
ihe vitality to rally from such severe 
illness. 


At mid-night Dr. Dabbs told the cor- 


respondent of the United Press that

Put Tfils and That Togetner. 


Article 1, section 8, clause 1 of the 


permanent constitution of the confeder- 
ate states, adopted when in rebellion on 
March 11, 1881, at Montgomery, Ala., 
was as follows: 


"Tho congress shall have power to 


lay and collect taxes, duties and excises 
for revenue only, necessary to pay the 
debts, provide for the common defense, 
and carry on tho government of the 
confederate states; but no bountle* 
shall bo granted from the treasury,1 nor 
shall any duties or taxes on importa- 
tions from foreign nations bo laid to 
promote or foster any branch of indus- 
try." 
The democratic national convention 


adopted as its tariff platform hi Chicago, 
June 23, 1892. 


"Wo denounce republican protection 


as a fraud, a robbery of the great ma- 
jority of the American people for the 
benefit of the few. We declare it to be 
a fundamental principle of the demo- 
cratic party that the federal govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to 
impose and collect tariff duties except 
for the purposes of revenue only, and 
we demand that the collection of such 
taxes shall be limited to the necessitie* 
of the government when honestly and 
economically administered."
